(UNLESS YOU WANT A FULL TEXT). HE GOT LITTLE ATTENTION

LOOK EORWARD TO AS WELL. 

7. OUR PROPOSAL EOR TALKING TO MOSCOW ON SOUTHERN 
AERICAN PROBLEMS WAS REJECTED AT A HIGH LEVEL ON THE 
GROUNDS THAT IT WAS PREMATURE. THE TRIP ANNOUNCEMENT 
EXPLAINS WHY, BUT YOU SHOULDN'T EXPECT SPECIEIC INSTRUC- 
TIONS. A ROUTINE CALL MAY BE WORTHWHILE NEXT WEEK.
